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George Solomon (Grigory Solomonnievitch) MiJler, 
Russisn of Jewish extrection, was born in Perm on Septenber 
25, 1903. Though resident in Shanshai since 1924, Miller 
ree never effected registration with the Russian Emigrants’ 
Comnittee, he is however in possession of an unexpired 
pesspor: issued »y the Chinese National Governnient. 

Accomvanied by his parents, iller left Perm in June 
1919 end proceeded to Manchuria where, following a stay of 
approximately one year in Manchuli, he subsequently settled 
in Hsrbin. In 1924, Miller together with his father, two 
brothers and a sister arrived in Shanghai where the family 
have since resided, 

Following his arrival in Shanghai, Miller secured 
employment a® eg general handy-man in a boarding house operated 
by a Russian Jew, G. Whitgob who is at present residing with 
hie eon, EeJ. Whitgob - an employee in the Puulic Heelth 
Department - at 1371 Rue Lafayette. Later, Miller obtained 
8 similar position in a boarding house owned by Mre. I. 
Lubereky, a Russian Jewees, who is now reeiding in Kobe, 
Japan. 

In Februery, 1925, Miller became a bar-tender in the 

Jewish Club where he remained until August, 1927 when he 
obtained ea position in the Commercial Exprees and Storage 
Company, 53 Yuen Ming Yuen Road, the proprietor of which 
was at that peadind an American citizen, J.B. Katz (now 


decessed) who, it will be recalled, was one of the parties 
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responsible for the supplying of arms snd arm.uniticn to 


. 


the Allied Anti-Red Army com.anded “vy Generel Wu Pei-fu 
(ES) prior to ite Gefeet st the mands of the Nstional 
Revolutionary Army under General Chiang Kai-shek ets ) 
at Wucheng in 1927. Katz was further reported ee being a 
receiver of stolen »roperty thoush in this connection no 
charges were ever preferred aseinst him by the iunicipval 
folice. 

In Octoter, 1540, Miller severed his connection with 
the Comercisl #xprees and Storage Couipany and becarie 
maneser cf the Lend and Sea Transport Company, 21 Peking 
Roed, which firm was finenced ir ites entirety by an emplovee 
of tre Shanghai Waterworke Company Ltd., one seJ. Lioalem, 
ean Iraquian Jew. Associated with Miller in thie enterprise 
wae sleo hie brother, M.S. killer. Thies business continued 
ite operations until January, 1932, when Moelem tcok sction 
ageinst Willer in the lst. Shanghai Special District Court 
in order to recover s sum in excess of $5,000 which the latter 
cwed tke former. Eventually this matter was settled 
amicably, Miller agreeing to make a monthly peyment to 
Moelem until the debt wae liquidated. 

Mesnwhile, in Februsry, 193£, Miller esteblished 
his ovn transnort company - Millers Company, 106 Pexing Road - 
which has expended to the extent that the firm now possesses 
twenty eix motor trucks operating in the International sSettle- 


ment and the French Concession. The company also regularly 


chartere lighters, tugs, etc., from JaMes Magill and Company, 
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Ltd., e@ Rritish concern. Associsted with Ges. Liller in 


this business are :.is two brothers, M.S. end A.S. hijJler: 
his fether and uncle, respectively S.P. and ii.P. Miller, and 
his tbrother-in-lew, I.5. Gerstein, all of whom are said to 
have some fi: anciel interest in the firm. 

It is now learned that Miller proposes to establish 
@ Similar transport company in Hon -xong where he hopes 
permanently to reside with iis wife, Mrs. Reila S. ed EPS, 
ard two clildren. Should tris proposal te fulfilled, tine 
Shanghai branch of Millers Company will be under the management 
of kis hrother, Michael (Meyer) S. Miller. Later, if the 
Eongkones tranch flourishes, it is anticipsted that WViller 
will endeavour to arrange for several of his numerous relatives 
to settle in Hon:skong in order to ezesist him in ti.e operation 
of the business.

At/present time, the chief customers of Millers 
Corm:pany are the Yee Tsoong Tobacco Company Ltd., the Universal 
Leef Tobacco Cormpan; of China Inc., and the British bgg Pecking 
and Cold Storage Company Ltd. Senerally speaking, Millers 
Company enjoys a sood reputation among the Shanghai businese 
community who rate the Sirm as being of higher etanding than 
the Commercial Express end Storege Company, Fed. Inc., the 
activities of which are of a nature similar to those of the 
company under review. It should be noted however that 
enquiries indierste that durin. the latter months of 1937 and 


in January and February 1938, the firm in question was 


responsible for the transporting of quantities of Japanese 
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merchandise on wi.ich: tre legal duty imrosed by the Chinese 


Moritime Customs had nat seen osia. In tnis connection 
it is siguificent that in October, 1937, three members of 
the Pacificetion Section of the Japanese Arriy, nemed res- 
pectively Tokumotoa, Soeda end Omura tecame sesociated with 
the company and were presumably resronsible for tre firm's 
Operetions in territer. under the control of the Japenese 
Nilitery Aitherities. Since Merck, 1938, however, the 
company has severed its connections with tl.e aforementioned 
Japenese snd there arrears to he little or no likelihood of 
the association beings renewed in the near future. 

Regarding 3.8. ille2z hisself, this individuel ie 
usually considered to he a keen, ressurceful and ener::etic 
businegss man who, however, would not be sbove indulsin:z in 
sharp practice cs a means of enriching hi:.self. Since 1932, 
Milier has been a member of the shanghai Volunteer Corps send 
at present holds the rank of corporal in the Jewish Company, 
by the officers of whick he is favourably recomended.

Compeny or to its Proprietor, Seorse Solomon Miller, ie
